A BUNCH OF ROESES. 

EVIDENTLY not all the difficulties of publishing 
will be settled by an international copyright law. 
American authors have more or less reason to 
complain of English publishers “of the baser 
sort,” as English authors have only too much rea- 
son to complain of unscrupulous American pub- 
lishers, in regard to maltreatment of their litera- 
ry progeny ; but we have some domestic compli- 
cations as well to look after within our own 
household. For example, Rev. Edward P. Roe 
has, as every one knows, built up a wide reputa- 
tion throughout the country as a writer of success- 
ful novels. Mr. Edward R. Roe is an elder writer 
at the West, some of whose books ante-date those 
of his better-known fellow-novelist. He is the 
father of Edward T. Roe, who is the author of 
law-books. As a writer he should be able to 
‘stand up and be counted” by himself, and 
probably would prefer todo so. Unfortunately, 
his publishers, a little-known firm in Chicago, 
Messrs. Laird & Lee, have chosen to issue one 
or more of his books so close in style and get- 
up to certain editions of E. P. Roe’s works issued 
by Dodd, Mead & Co. as to be readily mistaken 
for them. The cover design is not only prac- 
tically the same, but the initial letter R. is so 
worked as to seem about as much like a P. as 
anR. Mr. E. R. Roe has issued ‘‘ From the Beat- 
en Path,” “ Brought to Bay,” ‘‘ The Blue and 
the Gray,” ‘‘ May and June,” etc., works frequent- 
ly miscredited to E. P. Roe, as witness recent 
errors in our own cataloguing and in Zhe Critic. 
It is probable that he is in no wise responsible 
for his publishers’ act, any more than A. S. Roe 
was responsible for the confusing of his books with 
those of E. P. Roe. We are glad to know that 
suit is to be brought against the publishers for 
this ‘‘colorable imitation,” and it will be to the 
benefit of the trade if a clear decision can be 
had on this subject. It seems probable that 
either E. P. Roe’s publishers or E. R. Roe him- 
self must have remedy against such a wrong 
under the common law of trade-mark, 
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THE ZLvening Post, in its issue of June 18, gives 
careful attention to the Revised Statutes as amend. 
ed by the Chace Bill, printed in our issue of June 
2, and points out a number of discrepancies anq 
inconsistencies in the text. It is important that 
these should be corrected, and as the bill cannot 
be passed in the House in time to put it in opera. 
tion July 1, as the Senate bill provides, a con. 
ference will be necessary, and such necessary al. 
terations can and should be made. 


ENGRAVINGS AND ETCHINGS, IL* 
BY C. .KLACKNER. 
ETCHINGS. 


THE art of etching is as distinct from that of 
engraving as its results are, though certain of the 
methods of engraving are employed. Its pro- 
cess may be briefly described as follows: 

A polished copper plate is covered with a 
ground of varnish prepared for the purpose, and 
upon it the design is drawn, line for line, as it is 
intended to appear on paper, with a sharp needle, 
which scratches through the varnish to the plate 
and leaves the metal bare. It is exactly like 
making a pen drawing, save that a needle is em- 
ployed instead of a pen. When the design is 
completed the surface of the plate is flooded with 
aquafortis. This attacks the spots laid bare by 
the needle, without penetrating where the varnish 
is untouched, and bites into the copper. When 
the finer lines are deep enough the acid is poured 
off, and they are covered or ‘‘ stopped out” with 
varnish. The acid is applied again and again in 
this way, biting the lines to the depth required, 
the heaviest and strongest lines naturally receiv- 
ing the most biting. The etcher’s eye and his 
knowledge are his only guides in this process, 
and a miscalculation in the strength of the acid 
or the time it is permitted to remain on the plate 
often ruins a fine work. 

After being bitten in, etchings usually receive 
some finish with the dry-point. This is a needle 
which is used to scratch supplementary lines upon 
the plate, strengthening parts which are not bit- 
ten deep enough. Some etchings are made 
almost entirely with the dry-point, like those of 
James Tissot. Their effect is wonderfully power- 
ful and rich. In simple etching the effect is pro- 
duced by a line in the plate, but in dry-point It 
comes not only from the line but from a ridge of 
metal, or bur as it is called, which is ploughed up 
by the needle and which catches the ink and 
gives a softness to the edge of the line. 

The bur is produced in all engraving, whether 
on steel or copper, but in line-engravings It 'S 
scraped and burnished away, as the chief beauty 
of a work of that sort is its cleanness of line. In 
the etching, on the contrary, where a general 
richness of effect is desired, it is often a powerful 
assistance to the artist. 


PRINTING ETCHINGS. 


The printing of etchings is a fine art, where 
that of engraving is only a skilled labor. In an 
engraving all that is required is a clean line, S° 
that the engraver’s work may show to full advan- 
tage. But a portion of the effect of an etching 
comes from the skill with which the plate 's 


manipulated.

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When the etcher completes his plate it is a 
drawing made with free lines, each of which will 
hold ink. But additional effects can be secured 
by leaving a film of ink over portions of the 
plate. Delicate shades of sky and water, and 
rich sweeps Of shadow, are thus produced. It is 
for this reason that many etchers print their own 
plates ; others supervise the printing. Those 
who do not furnish proofs with the effects they 
desire produced upon them, which the printer is 
obliged to copy. 

The ink is dabbed on the plate with a cloth 
dabber. Then the printer wipes it, first witha 
tarlatan and afterward with a fine rag, taking off 
all the ink where high lights are called for and 
leaving a thicker or thinner film where a shade is 
required. The ink itself plays an important part 
inthe printing. The colors employed are usual 
ly brown or black, or a combination of the two, 
though etchings are sometimes printed in other 
tints. 

The dry color is carefully ground up with lin- 
seed oil of double strength, till it is reduced toa 
smooth pulp. In the case of faintly bitten plates 
a thinner ink is used to bring out the lines than is 
necessary in stronger work. Etched plates are 
heated like engraved ones for inking and print- 


ing. 
The etched plate is printed on a steel plate 
press, being passed under the roller on a horizon- 
taltable or slab. It is covered with a couple of 
blankets, one of felt and the other of blanket 
stuff, the felt being next to the paper, as its fine 
texture furnishes an absolutely smooth surface to 
pressure. Etchings require careful drying after 
printing, for the deep lines produced by the acid 
and the heavy pressure of the press bring the 
ink out upon them in strong ridges, which are 
easily smeared until the ink is set. 
PAPER. 

The paper used in printing etchings depends in 
a great measure on the character of the plate. 
The smooth white paper made for line-engravings 
is never used, however. Whatman’s drawing- 
paper isa favorite. Whatman’s vellum paper also 
brings out rich and heavy work with splendid 
effect, its exquisite surface giving an especial del- 
lcacy to the finer points of the plate. It is pre- 
pared by a long soaking in water to extract the 
size from it, and is then run through a press a 
number of times, before it is used, to render it 
perfectly smooth of surface. 

Japanese paper is used toa great extent and 
produces excellent impressions. Its high reputa- 
tion is due to a certain silkiness of texture and 
surface, which is produced by the cocoons of the 
silkworm, which are largely used in its manufacture. 
_ Parchment is noted for the brilliant and strong 
impressions that it produces ; vellum is a stronger 
material than parchment, more solid and not 
transparent ; vellum is made of calfskin, while 
Parchment is the finest of sheepskin, carefully 
cured, shaved down and freed from imperfections. 

Satin proofs are a magnificent novelty in the 
Printing of etchings. Satin possesses a delightful 
smoothness and brilliancy of surface, admirably 
calculated to bring out the contrast of light and 
Shade of a bright plate. Where figures and drapery 
form a feature it is unapproachable, though, indeed, 
‘atin proofs of any subject rank among the espe- 
lally valuable ones. 


PAINTER ETCHINGS. 
There are two classes of etchings in the trade— 
Painter and reproductive etchings. The first- 


named are the original works of the artists, the 
last copies by artists or engravers from the works 
of others. 

Painter etchings have the value of original 
works. They are esteemed as showing the meth- 
ods and spirit of the artists, just as a sketch by 
him would. The fine etchings by A. F. Bellows 
are examples. Those who own an etching by this 
master really own an original drawing by him. 
The only difference is that it isdrawn on metal 
instead of paper, and can be mechanically repro- 
duced. 

The etchings of such painters as Kruseman van 
Elten, Henry Farrer, Hamilton Hamilton, W. H. 
Shelton, J. Wells Champney, C. A. Platt, J. A. 
S. Monks, and other well-known artists have 
achieved a popularity with the public second only 
to that of their pictures themselves. 

Good painter etchings always increase in value, 
in proportion to the reputation of the artist and 
the number printed. Large editions are, however, 
very rarely made. 


REPRODUCTIVE ETCHINGS. 
Reproductive etchings are copies of pictures. 
Many artists of distinguished merit, who produce 
the finest original work, are also reproductive 
etchers. Witness, for instance, Walter Shirlaw, 
Stephen J. Ferris, Stephen Parrish, Hamilton 
Hamilton, and others. 





OBITUARY. 


THOMAS JOHNSTON, 


Mr. THOMAS JOHNSTON, of the well-known firm 
of West, Johnston & Co., of Richmond, Va., died 
on the oth inst., at his residence, ‘“‘ The Grove,” in 
Henricc County, Va., aged 54 years. Mr. John- 
ston was last at his store Tuesday, May 15. On 
the evening of that day he left for Staunton to 
attend the Episcopal State Council. He returned 
to his home the following Saturday. Although 
quite unwell, he attended service at Emmanuel 
Church, Sunday, May 20. From church he went 
home and took his bed, from which he never arose. 
The cause of death was heart disease, from which 
deceased had long been a sufferer—for a year 
past in a rather alarming and for the past few 
months in an aggravated and painful degree. 

Mr. Johnston had long been a familiar figure 
in the mercantile world of Richmond, and one of 
its leading booksellers. He entered the service 
of the late George M. West, under the Exchange 
Hotel, in 1854. When Mr. W. Nick Redford 
left to engage in other business he was promoted 
to head clerk. In 1860 George M. West died, 
and Capt. John M. West succeeded him, and the 
since well-known firm of West & Johnston was 
formed. The present firm of West, Johnston & 
Co. was formed by the entrance of Mr. Joseph 
M. Skinner. Mr. Montgomery West was admit- 
ted some years later. 

West & Johnston was the leading book and 
publishing firm in the South during the war, and 
for over half a century has been known as one 
ofthe most reliable, best equipped establishments 
in the United States. Mr. Johnston was a 
Scotchman by birth, but came to this country at 
a very early age and settled on Long Island, 
N.Y. He went to Richmond on recommenda- 
tion that the climate would benefit his health, he 
having always suffered with asthma. 

He entered the service of George M. West in 
answer to an adyertisement, and thence began a 
friendship and confidence that lasted until the 
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death of his employer and friend. May 1, 1862, 
Mr. Johnston married Miss Edmonia Sinton. 
His wife survives him, as do two sons—Mr. 
Joseph A. Johnston, an employé in his father’s 
establishment, and Mr. Charles P. Johnston, who 
is in business in St. Paul, Minn. 

The deceased was for years foreman of the 
Henrico grand jury, a most prominent officer 
and vestryman of Emmanuel Church, of which he 
was also one of the founders, and foremost in 
every good work undertaken in behalf of his fel- 
low-citizens. Zhe State, published in Henrico, 
from which we have drawn the main facts con- 
tained in this notice, concludes its memorial with 
the following tribute : 

‘** Of such a man it is not necessary to speak or 
write in terms of studied eulogy or to follow the 
well- beaten path of extravagant praise. Wherever 
he was known he was esteemed and respected. 
He was 54 years of age, and about two-thirds of 
his life had been spent in this city, and his friends 
may confidently rest his name and fame with this 
community, where every obligation, private and 
public, was faithfully discharged, and from which 
he approached the inevitable end with a firm and 
unfaltering trust.”

COPYRIGHT MATTERS. 


JAMES PAYN ON THE PENDING COPYRIGHT 
BILL, 


THE International Copyright Bill, which, I am 
afraid, Congress is not so certain to pass as san- 
guine people believe, is being already petitioned 
against in this country. Some of its clauses are 
certainly objectionable, but it is monstrous to 
quarrel with an act of justice because it has some 
drawbacks. The interests of both publishers 
and printers in England, no doubt, are threat- 
ened by it; but when one sees one of their rep- 
resentatives writing to the newspapers to say 
that English authors will derive no benefit from 
it, the left eyelid has a tendency to close. 

No harm can happen to any one over here un- 
less the American publisher buys the English au- 
thor’s rights in England, and to do that he must 
bid higher than the publisher in this country. I 
think the argument upon that line had better not 
be further pursued. If literature is to be pitied 
—and the solicitude upon its account is, I fear, 
of very recent date—let it be directed in the 
proper channel. One opponent of the bill has 
perceived this and implores our Legislature to 
preserve the fount of English undefiled from the 
introduction of American spelling. American 
editions of English books will, he says, flood the 
country, ‘‘spelling ‘defence’ with an ‘s,’ and 
‘ theatre,’ ‘ theater.’”’ 

This will be very shocking to the publisher 
(who has always felt so keenly upon that subject), 
but I venture to think there will be advantages in 
other directions which will mitigate the matter to 


the English author.
